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HCPS leads the way in energy efficiency

Henry County Public 
Schools, in just one year after 
energy performance upgrades, 
has saved nearly $130,000 
in utility costs and has been 
recognized as one of the most 
energy-efficient school districts 
in Kentucky. 

A report issued under 
the Kentucky School Board 


Association’s School Energy 
Manager’s Project, designed 
to help schools save on utility 
costs, ranked Henry County 
as 11 out of 173 districts on 
energy conservation. 

A chart ranking each dis¬ 
trict’s Energy Utilization Index 
shows Henry scored 67.7 in 
2010, but dropped to 45.4 in 
2014, a 22.3-point improve¬ 
ment. 

Superintendent Tim Abrams 


said this is the result of the 
performance contract with 
CMTA Energy Solution, which 
brought significant improve¬ 
ments in energy efficiency, 
such as installing geothermal 
heating and cooling at Eastern, 
New Castle, and the middle 
and high schools. 

Geothermal heating and 
cooling, a system that takes 
advantage of temperature 
constants underground to 


save energy costs, also has the 
built-in advantages of bringing 
more fresh air into the facilities 
and having fewer maintenance 
issues, Abrams said. 

Energy efficiency improve¬ 
ments have earned these four 
schools Energy Star classifica¬ 
tion, he said. 

Abrams further hopes that 
upcoming renovations at 
Campbellsburg Elementary, 
particularly the addition of 


super-efficient LED fixtures, 
will help that school reach 
Energy Star certification, too. 

Henry County schools also 
use an energy manager who 
works with all staff on energy 
savings ideas. Plus, the stu¬ 
dents get involved with energy 
teams, which propose ways to 
save energy at their schools, 
and this teaches them ways to

Praise for Hopewell 
Baptist Church's 195 
year anniversary

While Hopewell Baptist members faithfully sustain 
the church founded on Christmas Day in 1819, how 
the latest pastor took the pulpit sounds like divine 
intervention was involved, too. 

Before he became pastor, Mike Frey got lost 
and just happened to find Hopewell on the way. 
Intrigued by the obviously historic place, he later 
felt called back to the church and offered to preach 
there. 

Frey serves as the latest in a long line of preachers 
at Hopewell Baptist Church, where members cel¬ 
ebrated its 195-year anniversary Dec. 28. 

In 1819, Brother Allen McGuire and Brother 
Isaac Malin founded the church near Lacie, to bring 
a place of worship closer to members of the com¬ 
munity in those horse-and-buggy days, according to 
Frey. 

The church persevered through good times and 
bad, he said. In the early days, a preacher might 
receive a couple of hens for leading the worship, but 
that grew to $40 a year by the mid-1800s. 

The current church building dates back to 1829 
and still has the original pulpit and pews. 

“It’s amazing to see up in the attic where it’s put 
together with beams and wooden pegs, kind of like 
an old barn would be constructed,” Frey said. “It’s 
really stood the test of time.” 

Unusual for the times before the Civil War, 
Hopewell offered blacks the opportunity to wor¬ 
ship, according to Frey and Henry County, Kentucky , 
1798-1995 , issued by the Henry County Historical 
Society. 

“In April 1843, the church agreed that Edmund, 
their colored brother in the ministry, should hold 
meetings for the black people in the community,” 
the history by Juanita Batts said. “The meetings 
were to be the Sunday after the second Saturday 
in each month and were to be held in the church. 
Brother Edmund could baptize blacks received by 
the church according to their request.”

be better energy stewards 
in their homes, too. 

A high-tech control 
system means the schools 
can easily adjust when 
and how much the heat¬ 
ing and cooling runs, 
Abrams noted. No lon¬ 
ger do schools run their 
heating and cooling at 
the same settings all day. 
When out for a snow day, 
the heating can be turned 
down, for example. 
Similarly, there doesn’t 
have to be as much cool¬ 
ing when school is out in 


summer. 

“I’m excited,” Abrams 
said, “because with us 
saving energy, I think it 
is ultimately helping the 
environment, but even 
more than that, every 
penny that we save on 
energy can go into sup¬ 
porting teaching and 
learning in the district. 

“We’re not seeing a 
lot of increases in school 
funding so we have to 
find ways to be more 
efficient in all that we 
do, and this is one place 
that we’re seeing huge 
savings. And it’s also nice 
to know that the work 
we’ve done ranks us that 
high in the state.”

Hopewell holds 
Sunday school starting 
at 10 a.m., followed by 
a service at 11 a.m., and 
an evening service at 6 
p.m. Wednesday night 
prayer meeting begins at 
7 p.m. All are welcome 
to attend. A former 
youth pastor, Frey also 
works with the youth one 
Friday evening a month.

“They just cared for 
everybody at that time,” 
Frey said. “That’s kind 
of unusual because slaves 
weren’t seen as anything 
but being property back 
then.” 

Many revivals at the 
church breathed life back 
into Hopewell over the 
years. According to Batts, 
the church closed until 
Brother R.K. Redwine 
led a revival at Hopewell 
in 1921. 

Lack of a pastor might 
have closed Hopewell 
again in 2010, but then 
Frey came driving by. He 
remembered acciden¬ 
tally stumbling across the 
church when trying to 
find Wright Small Engine 
Service. 

“I never had any other 
reason to go out there 
except to get my lawn 


mower fixed,” Frey said. 
“I guess it was just God’s 
way of making our paths 
cross.” 

That day, he and his 
son got out of the car to 
get a closer look at the 
church and then turned 
his car around in the 
parking lot. 

Originally from 
Illinois, Frey didn’t 
know anything about 
Hopewell, or even if they 
were still holding wor¬ 
ship there. He couldn’t 
get the church out of 
his mind, and he went 
back weeks later, on a 
Saturday, to slip a note in 


the door. 

In the note, Frey 
offered to preach for the 
congregation, and church 
representatives called 
and asked him to come 
the next Sunday. Later, 
he learned Hopewell 
members nearly closed 
the doors for good. The 
plan had been to make 
that their last Sunday, 
because they couldn’t 
find anybody to pastor 
the church. 

A small but warm, 
friendly and open con¬ 
gregation greeted Frey 
and his family on their 
first visit. The church has

Louisville for three years and has 
been an automotive technician for 
27 years.

Signs show state is recovering from recession 


Although there is no 
doubt that we still have 
a long way to go to 
recover fully from the 
national recession that 
began seven years ago, 
there have been some 
encouraging signs in 
recent days. 

Early last week, for 
example, the U.S. 
Commerce Department 
reported that the 
economy grew by five 
percent between July 
and September, the fast¬ 
est quarterly uptick in a 
decade. 

A day earlier, mean¬ 
while, the Gallup Poll 
said that 36 percent of 
Americans believe now 
is a good time to find 
what the poll calls a 
“quality job.” That may 
seem low, but it is the 
best we have seen since 
November 2007, and is 
far above the eight per¬ 
cent rate the poll showed 
just two years ago. 

Gallup added that 
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there is more optimism 
among younger adults 
than those over 50, but 
there is little difference 
between those with and 
without a college degree, 
indicating new-job pros¬ 
pects are broad-based. 

One area where 
Kentucky has outpaced 
most states is the decline 
in unemployment. 
November’s season¬ 
ally adjusted rate of six 
percent was 2.1 points 
lower than it was a year 


earlier, making it the 
steepest drop we have 
seen in more than three 
decades. Only five states 
have had more success 
in this area over the past 
year, but one concern 
economists have is that 
part of our lower rate is 
due to people dropping 
out of the workforce, 
something we need to 
reverse. 

The good news is that 
the decline in unemploy¬ 
ment is not isolated in 
certain areas of the state. 
In fact, the unemploy¬ 
ment rate was lower 
in all 120 counties in 
August, September and 
October when com¬ 
pared to the same three 
months in 2013, and 
we missed a statewide 
sweep by just one county 
in November. It is 
worth noting that this 
120-county decline had 
never occurred prior to 
this summer. 

According to a federal 


survey of business estab¬ 
lishments that excludes 
agriculture and the self- 
employed, Kentucky has 
added nearly 39,000 jobs 
over the past year. 

That includes almost 
11,000 new jobs in 
the professional and 
business-services sec¬ 
tor, companies that help 
other companies; 5,300 
new jobs in healthcare; 
and 2,700 new jobs in 
manufacturing. The 
construction industry, 
unfortunately, is still 
facing tough times. 
Although it added nearly 
1,000 jobs from October 
to November, its work¬ 
force is still below where 
it was a year ago. 

In related unem¬ 
ployment news, Gov. 
Beshear announced in 
late November that our 
employers would not 
have to pay an additional 
$112 million tied to a 
nearly $1 billion federal 
loan Kentucky borrowed 


in 2009 to cover unem¬ 
ployment payments dur¬ 
ing the recession. 

Under a legislative 
plan adopted in 2012, 
our businesses have whit¬ 
tled this loan down to 
less than $340 million, 
putting us well ahead of 
the scheduled pay-back. 

Not all states have 
been as fortunate. Ohio, 
for one, still owes $1.38 
billion, and its businesses 
will have to pay an extra 
$84 per employee in 
2015. 

Overall, 2014 has 
turned out to be one 
of the better years 
Kentucky’s businesses 
have seen in a long time. 
In addition to the job 
gains, they’re exporting 
nearly 10 percent more 
than last year’s record 
$25 billion; new-business 
start-ups are out-pacing 
nearly every other state; 
and Site Selection maga¬ 
zine - a trade publication 
that monitors industrial 


growth - recently put 
Kentucky eighth in busi¬ 
ness climate. 

As we approach 2015, 
the General Assembly 
will continue looking for 
ways to help our busi¬ 
nesses build on these 
accomplishments while 
making sure they reach 
all areas of the state. We 
cannot afford to leave 
any region behind.

Over the past few 
weeks, I’ve been writ¬ 
ing about the Henry 
County Cooperative 
Extension Service, with 
articles about the his¬ 
tory, the agents and the 
secretaries. 

Today I’d like to focus 
on the real workers who 
propel the Extension 
Service - the people 
who serve as leaders 
and volunteers. While 
we have decent records 
concerning the agents 
and the secretaries over 
the past 90 years, we 
cannot begin to capture 
accurately the thousands 
of Henry Countians 
who have served as 
4-H Volunteer Leaders, 
Homemakers Leaders 
and Agriculture Leaders.

Ky Farm Bureau sets priorities 
for 2015 legislative session 


With state road fund 
revenue expected to 
decline markedly in 
2015, Kentucky F arm 
Bureau (KFB) is plac¬ 
ing a priority on work¬ 
ing with the General 
Assembly to ensure ade¬ 
quate funding is available 
to maintain rural roads. 

KFB concluded its 
95 th annual meeting 
with its board of direc¬ 
tors approving con¬ 
densed lists of priority 
issues for 2015. The 
organization’s delegates 
adopted policy positions 
at its business session on 
Friday. 

Most of KFB’s chief 
concerns are ongoing, 
including maintaining 
funding for the state’s 
agricultural development 
initiative and opposing 
any attempt to freeze the 
state real property tax 
rate. 

But those and other 
key issues for the farm 
group are not expected 
to surface in the upcom¬ 
ing 30-day “off-year” 
legislative session. 

KFB, however, is high¬ 
ly concerned about the 
rural road fund because 
of a forecast of a more 
than $129 million reduc¬ 
tion in revenues next 
year as a result of lower 
gas prices. 

“The safe and timely 
transportation of our 
farm commodities is 
important to our farm 
economy and rural com¬ 


munities,” said KFB 
President Mark Haney. 
“It is vital that the state 
has sufficient resources 
to maintain our roads 
and bridges.” 

KFB has a longstand¬ 
ing policy supporting the 
22.2 percent allocation 
of state gasoline tax rev¬ 
enue for rural roads. The 
annual amount of road 
fund revenue generated 
by the state gas tax is 
determined by a variable 
rate, which currently is 
declining. 

U.S. Senator Mitch 
McConnell also 
expressed concern about 
Kentucky’s infrastruc¬ 
ture during his keynote 
remarks at the closing 
business session. The 
forthcoming Senate 
Majority Leader noted 
how declining fuel tax 
revenues were impact¬ 
ing budgets for new 
or improved roads. He 
mentioned “a decaying 
infrastructure” among 
a lengthy list of issues 
that Congress needs to 
address. 

Haney, a Pulaski 
County farmer who was 
re-elected to the presi¬ 
dent’s position Saturday, 
said KFB wants to work 
with state lawmakers on 
a policy to bring more 
stability to the road fund 
revenues. 

Among KFB’s national 
“priority” issues is 
changing the guidelines 
under which farmers can 


combat the predation of 
livestock by black vul¬ 
tures. In recent months 
there have been wide¬ 
spread reports of the vul¬ 
tures killing calves and 
cows. The black vulture 
is protected under the 
federal Migratory Bird 
Act, meaning that farm¬ 
ers need to obtain special 
permits from the U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service 
to kill the predators. 
Wildlife damage to crops 
and livestock, in fact, has 
surfaced in recent years 
as a big problem for 
Kentucky farmers. 

Speaking at the recent 
KFB’s Public Affairs 
Breakfast, Second 
District Congressman 
Brett Guthrie acknowl¬ 
edged the problem 
and vowed to help the 
organization resolve the 
problem through federal 
policy. 

Kentucky Farm 
Bureau, with more 
than 465,000 member 
families statewide, is the 
state’s largest general 
farm organization. 

Nearly 1,900 mem¬ 
bers attended KFB’s 
95 th annual meeting 
in Louisville, Dec. 3-6, 
to recognize this year’s 
individual and organiza¬ 
tional achievements and 
adopt policy for 2015.

State farmers benefitting from funds 


Kentucky’s annual agricultural out¬ 
put now stands at over $5.6 billion 
thanks in part to Kentucky’s tobac¬ 
co-funded Agricultural Development 
Fund, state lawmakers were told 
yesterday. 

“Without the Agricultural 
Development Fund investments, I 
suspect we wouldn’t be where we 
are today in agricultural output,” 
Governor’s Office of Agricultural 
Policy Executive Director Roger 
Thomas told the Tobacco Settlement 
Agreement Fund Oversight 
Committee. 

The 14-year-old Agricultural 
Development Fund — created by the 
2000 Kentucky General Assembly 
as a repository for the state’s agri¬ 
culture share of a multi-billion 1998 
master tobacco settlement — has 
invested over $425 million in county, 
state and regional projects since 
2001, according to the Governor’s 
Office of Agricultural Policy. The 
fund is overseen by the Kentucky 
Agricultural Development Board, 
also established by lawmakers in 
2000 to help the state diversify its 
heavily tobacco-reliant agricultural 
economy. 

Rep. Wilson Stone, D-Scottsville, 
a farmer and co-chair of the over¬ 
sight committee, said the fund has 
a role in “taking Kentucky from 
where it was in 2001 ... to where we 
are now, and I think we should be 
appropriately proud of that.” 

Tobacco production was a $1 bil¬ 
lion industry in Kentucky in 1998 
with 118 of the state’s 120 counties 
growing the plant, Thomas said. 
Today, tobacco “is still very, very 
important” in Kentucky, but its eco¬ 
nomic impact has lessened while the 
agricultural economy has grown. 

“You look at the ag economy and 
how it’s grown from 1998 to where 
it is now. No, the (Agricultural 
Development Fund) didn’t have all 
that effect, but it certainly had a part 
of that effect,” Thomas stated. 

Committee Co-Chair and farmer 


Sen. Paul Hornback, R-Shelbyville, 
thanked the Governor’s Office of 
Agricultural Policy for its work with 
farmers including those in his dis¬ 
trict. 

“They have the ability in the 
future to benefit a number of other 
farmers...and our changing world of 
food production,” said Hornback. 

A total of 17 agricultural diver¬ 
sification and rural development 
programs and projects totaling 
$1.73 million were approved for 
Agricultural Development Fund 
funding by the state Agricultural 
Development Board last month. 
Among them is an indoor farmers 
market planned for Henry County 
that will operate under oversight 
of the Pleasureville Economic 
Development Council LLC. 

Sen. Dennis Parrett, 

D-Elizabethtown, said the 
Agricultural Development Fund has 
done a lot for farmers markets and 
farm produce across the state. “Look 
how many farmers markets we have,” 
said Parrett. “The farmers mar¬ 
kets across the state really probably 
wouldn’t be where they are today 
without (the fund),” he said. 

Agricultural development funds 
totaling $11,500 were approved 
for the Pleasureville project to help 
renovate a building for year-round 
use. Additionally, all products sold 
in the new market will be marketed 
as “Kentucky Proud” by the state 
Department of Agriculture, says the 
Governor’s Office of Agricultural 
Policy. 

The connection of the 
Agricultural Development Fund to 
programs like Kentucky Proud shows 
how broadly the fund has impacted 
Kentucky agriculture over time, 
Thomas said. 

“It has provided many, many 
opportunities for former tobacco 
farmers and current tobacco farmers 
to enter into other enterprises to sus¬ 
tain their farmers,” he said.

Opportunities for hunters 


The stretch between 
Christmas and New 
Year’s Day can be a 
time to relax, reflect 
and make resolutions 
for the year ahead. 

The Wildlife Division 
of the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources is 
well into its planning 
for the 2015-16 hunt¬ 
ing seasons, and one 
word keeps coming 
up in the discussions - 
opportunity. 

The focus is not 
limited to one species, 
but plans pertaining 
to deer, elk and small 
game stand out. 

Here’s a look at some 
of what’s in store for 
2015. 

DEER 

At its December 
meeting, the Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife 
Commission recom¬ 
mended several pro¬ 
posals for legislative 
approval that would 
expand or create new 
opportunities for deer 
and elk hunters. 

In Kentucky, a coun¬ 
ty is assigned to one of 
four deer management 
zones. Some zones 
have move liberal har¬ 
vest restrictions to thin 
or maintain the herd 
while others are more 
restrictive to help grow 
the herd. 

Deer populations in 
Hopkins, Larue, Green, 
Nelson and Bullitt 
counties have reached 
the point where more 
antlerless deer need to 
be harvested, accord¬ 
ing to Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife biologists. 
Under the proposal, 
those counties would 
shift from Zone 2 to 
Zone 1 status. The 
change would give 
hunters an opportunity 
to harvest an unlimited 
number of antlerless 
deer in those counties 
provided they have the 
appropriate number 


of Additional Deer 
Permits. 

“You’ll see a sig¬ 
nificant harvest increase 
going from a Zone 2 to 
a Zone 1, which is what 
we want,” said Chris 
Garland, acting Wildlife 
Division director for 
Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife. “When we go 
to a Zone 1, we’re basi¬ 
cally trying to knock 
back the population.” 

Deer numbers in 
Grayson, Ohio and 
Breckenridge coun¬ 
ties have rebounded 
since the Epizootic 
Hemorrhagic Disease 
outbreaks in 2007 and 
2010 and can withstand 
moving from Zone 3 to 
Zone 2, biologists said. 
Zone 2 status allows for 
a 16-day modern gun 
deer season as opposed 
to a 10-day season in 
Zones 3 and 4. 

There are other pro¬ 
posed changes to deer 
regulations on several 
Wildlife Management 
Areas to follow as 
well, including the 
creation of a new 
antlerless-only quota 
hunt in December on 
Veterans Memorial 
WMA in Scott County 
and a November fire¬ 
arms quota hunt on 
Kentucky River WMA 
in Owen and Henry 
counties. Also, resi¬ 
dents 65 and older will 
be allowed to use 
crossbows during the 
entire deer archery 
season without being 
required to obtain a 
crossbow exemption 
permit under a proposal 
forwarded by the com¬ 
mission. 

“We’re really looking 
at providing as much 
opportunity as we can 
without negatively 
impacting the popula¬ 
tion base,” Garland 
said. 

ELK 

A new Landowner 
Voucher Permit System 


could pave the way for 
private landowners to 
earn an elk permit by 
opening their land for 
elk hunting. 

“We’re trying to 
increase opportunity 
by opening up new 
lands and give people 
the motivation to open 
up their private land,” 
Garland said. “We real¬ 
ize the elk are moving 
into the woods and 
moving off the pub¬ 
lic lands they’ve been 
hunted on. They’re 
wiser and more wary 
and acting like a truly 
hunted elk herd.” 

Under the system 
recommended by the 
commission, a land- 
owner or lessee with at 
least 100 acres in the 
elk zone would be eli¬ 
gible to enroll. 

Landowners would 
set the number of hunt¬ 
ers, by weapon type, 
allowed on their land. 
Two points would be 
awarded for the harvest 
of a bull elk and one 
for a cow elk. After 
accruing 20 points, the 
landowner or lessee 
of the property would 
receive one voucher elk 
permit, which would be 
transferrable and valid 
for either sex on any 
land the landowner or 
lessee owns or leases in 
the elk zone. 

SMALL GAME 

A progress report on 
the 10-year plan for 
restoring the northern 
bobwhite is due out in 
early 2015. 

“We reviewed our 
progress over the first 
five years; what we did 
well and what we can 
improve on,” said Ben 
Robinson, small game 
biologist with Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife. 

One of the highlights 
of the past five years’ 
work is the success 
achieved in quail focus 
areas. 

“Every focus area 



that we worked on 
experienced an increase 
in bobwhite popula¬ 
tions,” Robinson 
said. “The work dif¬ 
fers a little bit for ah 
the regions, but ah 
in ah they’ve been 
under pretty intensive 
habitat management. 
Everything from get¬ 
ting rid of cool season 
grasses like fescue and 
establishing native 
warm-season grasses 
down to managing 
existing habitat to make 
it better through con¬ 
trolled burning, herbi¬ 
cide applications and 
disking. It’s really start¬ 
ing to pay off.” 

Opportunities 
abound for hunters in 
Kentucky, and more 
are on the horizon in 
2015. The new license 
year starts March 1, 
and licenses and per¬ 
mits for the 2015-16 
season are on sale now. 
Visit the department’s 
website at fw.ky.gov for 
more information.

Teams combine for 19

Backup post player 
Mason Heightchew also 
scored six points. 

The game came down 
to the final seconds when 
Pikeville had the ball 
trailing by two points. 


With 2.7 seconds left 
Pikeville banked in a 
3-point shot to take their 
first lead of the game. 

Henry County called 
timeout immediately and 
faced the prospect of 
getting off a shot after 
going the length of the 
court in under three sec¬ 
onds. 

Welch drew up a 
play to get the ball to 
Jeffries streaking down 
the sideline. Peniston, 
a former quarterback, 
was tasked with making 
the long inbounds pass. 
He hit Jeffries in stride 
and the forward went 


up for the shot when he 
saw Jameson break wide 
open under the goal. 
Jeffries fed the ball to 
Jameson who scored as 
the buzzer sounded to 
give the Wildcats their 
sixth victory in 10 games 
this season. 

“We played really 
well,” Welch said. 
“Pikeville was a talented 
team that went 13-deep.
